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Stored Gas Could Be A 
Great Source of Trouble 


The Albany Fire Department 
is alerting local citizens to the 
hazards of storing extra gaso- 
line in automobiles and garages. 
Due to the current so-called gas- 
oline shortage, many people are 
carrying extra gasoline in cans 
in their vehicles, in an attempt 
not to run short of fuel. 

The Fire Department notes 
that the explosive power of one 
gallon of gasoline has been com 
pared to that of 14 sticks of dy- 
namite!! 

Fuel and its vapors are soon 
parted—and even a safety can 
is powerless to prevent a fire 
or an explosion in a car trunk, 
once gasoline vapors have es- 
caped through the relief vent 
and an ignition source is pres- 
ent. 

Common ignition sources in- 
clude: static electricity, sparks 
from a light switch, electrical 
appliances or car ignition, 
matches, cigarettes and water 
heater pilot lights (the latter 
has been termed the number 1 
gasoline explosion catalyst in 
the home, according to Captain 
Ray Gonsalves of the Depart- 


ment's Fire Prevention Bu- 


reau). 


In a controlled demonstration 
taking place a few weeks ago, 
two safety experts placed a 
safety can full of gasoline in 
the trunk of an automobile, left 
the engine running and moved 
to a safe distance to wait and 
observe. Within 20 minutes the 
entire back end of the car was 
blown off in an explosion. The 
two experts reasoned that as 
the car ‘became warmer, the 
gas expanded and generated 
enough pressure to force vapors 
out of the vented cap. In the 
closed car trunk these vapors 
soon reached explosive propor- 
tions and only needed an igni- 
tion source—perhaps a short in 
the tail light circuit, a hot ex- 


haust pipe, ete—to touch off 
the explosion. 
Capt. Gonsalves also asks Al- 


bany residents to bear in mind 
that a can of gasoline in their 
car’s trunk or passenger com- 
partment could easily turn a 
minor traffic collision into a 
fiery holocaust. 


Hill Projects Raise Albany 
Building Permits To New High 


With permits issued in Aug- 
ust for the first phase of the 
Interstate General Corporation’s 
complex, and three duplex 
dwellings being constructed on 
Jackson Street by Albany arch- 
itect, Leon Rimov, the value of 
Albany’s ‘building permits for 
the month of August rose, to 
$14,678,392, an increase of $14,- 
102,999 over that of August, 
1972, mainly due to Albany Hill 
construction. 

The first phase of the IGC 
project will consist of 529 units 
in five main buildings, and are 
being constructed by Williams 
and Burrows, Inc., at a cost of 
$14,500,000. 

The three Rimov duplexes 
will be built at 555, 564 and 575 
Jackson Street, at a cost of $38,- 
500 eoch. 

Also included in last month’s 
building permits was a paint 
spray auxiliary structure at the 
Buehr Co., 1061 Eastshore, be- 
ing built at a cost of $6,000.

Three members of the Albany 
City Council, at Monday night's 
meeting, voted to support the 
veto of Assembly Bill 2467, as 
requested by Gerald M. Pozano- 
vich of the Bay Area Pollution 
Control District. Councilman 
Richard Clark voted ‘'No,’’ and 
Councilman Hubert Call was ab- 
sent. 7 


According to correspondence 
from Pozanovich, the bill would 
establish a new board for the 
Pollution District, consisting of 
13 elected directors, plus nine 
supervisors (one appointed by 
each of the 9 counties that com- 
prise the District), thus elimin- 
ating all city representatives. 

In addition, the District rep- 
resentative noted, the Bill 
would automatically submerge 
the District into any regional 
government that would be es- 
tablishetd in the future. The ef- 
fect would be to set a precedent 
for a nine-county directly-elect- 
ed government agency, with to- 
tal expenses of the new board 
likely to exceed $175,000, and, 
according to Pozanovich, a sub- 
stantial increase of cost to the 
taxpayers without correspond- 
ing benetfits. 

In other action, during the 
short council meeting, a letter 
from Dario Meniketti, concern- 
ing home occupations, was re- 
ferred to a work session the 
Council will hold with the Plan 
ning and Zoning Commission 
tonight. Correspondence 
from James D. Driscoll, 
Chief Clerk, State of California, 
concerning Concurrent Resolu- 
tion No. 36, relative to the ap- 
pointmetnt of women to boards, 
commissions, committees and 
councils, was filed as “inform- 
ative.’ During the discussion, 
Mayor Lewis Howell said he 
felt Albany had already been 
appointing women to boards 
and commissions for quite some 
time, and that he, himself, had 
made many such appointments. 

Council members also voted 
unanimously to support the City 
of Richmond’s request to modi- 
fy the designation of Highway 
17, between the Richmond/San 
Rafael Bridge and the East- 
shore Freeway in Albany. 

Richmond is attempting to 
have the Dept. of Transporta- 
tion declare that Highway 17 is, 
and will be, a freeway of state- 
wide importance, thus speeding 
up the possible construction of 
the entire freeway.

But 
the rich aren’t the only invest- 
ors. A 1970 survey shows that 
among the 80 million U.S. in- 
vestors over two-thirds had ad- 
justed gross incomes under 
$15,000. It follows that if the 
capital gains tax is increased, 
all of us would feel the pinch. 
No wonder an increased capital 
gains tax is one “‘reform’” the 
average man doesn’t want. Z

The Workmen’s Compensa- 
tion laws do away with the 
concepts of “fault, negligence 
and assumption of risk.” If 
the worker is hurt on the job, 
or due to his employment, he 
is compensated. The laws are 
favorably interpreted for the 
workman, The only exceptions 
are for intoxication, self-inflic- 
tion, suicide, and aggression. 
Even in these cases, however, 
a worker may get compensa- 


Matt replied
